Post Office Meeting The Demand 


The annual Christmas rush on 
the Andover Post Office, is ‘‘going 
beautiful,’? according to Post- 
master Francis J. Mooney. 

Slightly behind last year’s 
volume compared to the same time 
last year, the postmaster was 
hopeful that greeting cards and 
parcels would be placed for pro- 
cessing today or Friday. 

‘‘The patrons seem to be a day 
late,’? Mooney said, noting that 
possibly Christmas being in the 
middle of the week this year may 
have thrown personal scheduling 
off. 

‘*If we get the cards and pack- 
ages either Thursday or Friday, 
we will be all right, but if people 
wait until Saturday or after, we 
will have a problem, We’ll get 
them delivered somehow, but we 
will have problems,’ the post- 
master said. 

Volume began to pick up Monday 
when the local office processed 
87,000 cancellations. By mid-day 
Tuesday, the same figure had sur- 
passed 50,000 and appeared headed 
toward topping Monday’s figure. 

Basically, as of mid-week, com- 
pared to last year, the local facility 
was 2,200 packages behind and 
about 100,000 letters. 

Asked if the dropoff may have 
been attributed to the increased 
price of postage, Mooney replied 
in the negative, stating tha! more

stamps have been sold, but the 
letters, or cards, are just not 
coming in. 

The average of incoming and 
outgoing mail was about eight and 
one-half per cent that of a year 
ago. 

At present employees are all 
caught up on both incoming and 
outgoing mail. ‘ 

What presents.the problem after 
Saturday is that the ten seasonal, 
temporary employees will have 
to be dismissed, thus cutting back 


the work force. 


Also complicating problems are 
three employees who are assigned 
to Lake Street in Lawrence to 
supervise the processing. of mail 
for the North Atlantic Service 
Center of the Internal Revenue 
Service. 


The IRS co-operates with the 
local facility by sacking, routing 
and zip-coding the mail, while 
the three men from the Andover 
office supervise the dispatch. 


School Budget Goes 


Over Five Million 


Schoolmen got their first look 
at school department tentative bud- 
get that totalled nearly $5 1/2 
million Tuesday night. 

Superintendent Edward I, Erick- 
son told them that it was a ‘‘re- 
quest’”’ budget from his staff, and 
invited them to look closely for 
chances to trim, 

Schoolmen agreed that the figure 
was far from firm. For example, 
the salary figure of $4,141,607 
included $3,088,812 for teaching 
salaries, which had been figured 
on the original proposal of the 
teachers’ union; this asked for 
a raise of $800 for starting teach- 
ers with bachelor’s degrees. 

Both the Andover Education As- 
sociation andthe School Committee 
negotiators have made new pro- 
posals since then, the latest being 
a package proposal by the school 


committee Monday night. This will 


start the bachelor’s scale at $6600 
and the master’s scale at. $7300, 
if the AEA agrees to the working 
conditions included which the 
school committee says it can ac- 
cept. The salary budget is depen- 
dent upon negotiations, although 
Finance Committee chairman Al 
Greenberg reminded the TOWNS- 
MAN that the town meeting can 
legally refuse the salary budget 
and send it back to negotiations, 
if it comes out of negotiations 
too high. 

Erickson recommended a 
$15,000 cut in the salary budget 
by hiring five new administrative 
secretaries for various sectors 
of the system, instead of 10. 

The school committee lopped off 
$22,000 for high school grounds- 
keepers after Greenberg said it 
was covered in the town budget. 
His reminder that town meeting 
had voted to try putting school as 
well as other town grounds under 
a central services department 
sparked a heated exchange on 
grounds maintenance with Com- 
mitteeman William A, Doherty un- 
til Chairman Dr. Richard Katz

Superintendent 
Erickson 
To Retire 


Andover schools will lose their 
superintendent this year, when 
Edward I Erickson retires this 
summer after 27 years as head of 
the school department. 

Erickson surprised the school 
committee, and visiting finance 
committee members with the in- 
formal announcement of his intent 
to retire, at their first budget 
meeting Tuesday night. 

He said a formal announcement 
would come later but that the com- 
mittee would need the information 
for its 1969 budget consideration. 

‘‘The tensions and demands of 
this position’? were the reasons 
Erickson gave for his decision to 
retire at 62. 

Erickson told the TOWNSMAN 
Wednesday that his retirement 
would no doubt occur sometime 
this summer, but that the time 
would actually be set only after he 
and the school committee had a 
chance to discuss the matter 
together. 

Committee chairman Dr. 
Richard A. Katz praised the super- 
intendent for ‘‘guiding the growth 
of Andover schools from infancy 
to adolescence,’’ and the pedia- 
trician said the town of Andover 
was deeply indebted to Erickson 
for the years he has devoted to 
education here. 

The superintendent allowed 
himself only a moment of re- 
miniscence, long enough to recall 
that when he came down from 
Salem, N. H. to take over the An- 
dover school system in 1942, the 
school population was under 1200, 
the faculty less than 80, andhe was 
‘‘fighting to keep the budget under 
$300,000.”’

the proposed project down to an 
estimated total cost figure of 
$507,000. 

This, the committee feels will 
come within the approximately 
$514,000 available in the budget, 
and still allow for architect fees 
and contingencies.

A good supply of uniformly high 
quality native apples is on hand to

= Agriculture, native McIntosh, 


Baldwin, Cortland and delicious 
apples are all in good supply and 
reasonably priced. Of course all 
parents are being informed through 
all media that apples give their 
children dietary balance, as well 
as significant amounts of minerals 
and vitamins. Also, the fruit sugars 
of apples supply quick energy and 
apple juice in the body metabolism 
leaves behind an alkaline residue 
that aids recovery from colds, 
influenza and virus infections. 

Bay State housewives havea fair 
selection of native vegetables on 
local produce counters at prices 
ranging from low to reasonable. 
These include green, red and savoy 
cabbages, carrots, collardgreens, 
mustard greens, parsley, par- 
snips, Swiss chard, turnips, blue 
hubbard and butternut squash.

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Pollutants 
Obstruct 
Star View 


The Maryland Ornithological 
Society recently cancelled all fu- 
ture star walks. The reason: 
too many nights there no longer 
are stars in the Maryland firm- 
ament--the air has become far too 
firm with sulphurs and similar 
sluff that a star beam cannot pie- 
ree. 

Perhaps you have not noticed that 
the stars above your roof lack the 
lustre of a few years ago. The 
lowered luminosity varies in de- 
gree to a ratio of your distance 
from a city. But few of us live 
far from a city today, and there 
is evidence that pollutants ride 
the wind on a world-wide scale. 

If the idea of a ‘‘star walk’’ 
is foreign to you, it means a 
gathering of friends some evening 
on a prominence where they can: 
scan the heavens with binocular or 
telescope. It is a nature-related 
hobby for those who feel the need 
of familiarity with the constella- 
tions known so well to the ancient 
Greeks and Persians. It is to 
some extent ananswer toCarlyle’s 
complaint: ‘‘Why did no one teach 
me the constellations when I was 
a child?”’ 

Since most of us spend our 
nights immersed in the blue-grey 
haze from a television tube, it is 
possible that all the stars may have 
disappeared for weeks before we 
notice it. There is always achance, 
however, that a video-tape record 
will be maintained for final phases 
of the phenomenon and we will 
have the opportunity of witnessing 
the disappearance in timelapse 
photography on some news tele- 
cast. 

The problem is not whether man 
can live without seeing stars but 
whether he can live in an air so 
polluted that the stars vanishfrom 
vision. But, one could justifiably 
mull whether man needs the stars. 

Recently I attended a Washington 
conference on ‘‘Man and Nature in 
the City.’? The purpose behind the 
gathering was to find our whether 
there is a future role in the city 
for the U.S, Bureau.of Sport Fish- 
eries and Wildlife. 

As. most) things do, the confer- 
ence drifted off course into that 
netherland of deciding what was 
a city person, what natural things 
are available to him and whether 
the city-dweller needed contact 
with nature. 

An anthropologist defended the 
concept that man needs contact with 
nature. wherev er he resides. The 
city person has this contact, she 
argued, ‘‘even though it be limited 
to his identification with the sun, 
moon, and stars overhead.”’ Inview 
of the Maryland situation, this 
final contact may be fragile. 

One psychiatrist insisted that 
man had no need for nature. The 
average city-dweller; he said, does 
not give the outdoors a second 
thought. Anyone who misinterprets 
the city-dweller’s weekend drive 
into the country as a yearning for 
nature would be subjected to a 
shock if he had a true analysis 
of motives behind the journey. 

Another psychiatrist rather 
forcefully disputed his colleague’s 
diagnosis. The city-dweller does 
need nature, he argued. Much of 
the discontent among men today 
rests upon their alienation from 
nature. The world about us, he 
insisted, changes as a kaleido- 
scope. The eternal truths of yes- 
terday are the laughs of today. 
‘*For all of us, even the young.” 
he said, ‘‘everything within our 
culture and surroundings has cha- 
nged. Only nature remains change- 
less. Man needs nature as an 
unchanging reference, a back- 


ground for his life. He must know 
at least that the sun survives 
and the stars shine.’’ 

What, then, must man do when 
the stars shine but the canopy 
overhead blanks out this truth?

If all 
children between ages of 1 to 9 
who have not already had measles 
or a dose of live virus measles vac- 
cine could be immunized, mea- 
sles could be eradicated from the 
United States. Vaccine can be ad- 
ministered by your doctor in his 
office or during measles vaccina- 
tion campaigns.

Selecting Toys 


For parents and grandparents, 
much of the happiness of Christ- 
mas morning is the excitement of 
youngsters opening their gifts. The 
squeals of delight that accompany 
the unwrapping of each present are 
a rich reward for family Santas 
who spent hours selecting the just- 
right toy. 

For the preschooler himself, the 
rewards go far beyond the holiday 
morning, for well-chosen toys help 
him learn-while-playing throughout 
the year. 

To make sure that your child 
has an especially Merry Christmas 
—and playtools that give him a 
year-round creative environment 
for play 

—Choose toys in bright primary 
colors (red, blue, yellow, green), 
which are also pleasant to the 
touch and sight. Wood, for ex- 
ample, has “warmth,” solid feel 
and texture that are satisfying to 
the preschooler. 


—Toys should be portable 
enough to satisfy the child’s in- 
satiable desire to move and carry, 
but neither the toys themselves 
nor their parts should be so 
small that they defy a small hand 
to work them. 

—Toys should be- durably and 
soundly constructed so that they 
withstand a child’s vigorous use. 
They should be safe, with well- 


finished edges and _ non-toxic 
paints. 

—Youngsters like to see how a 
toy works, to satisfy their curi- 
osity about what makes it go. 
If the toy is designed to bé 
taken apart, it should be easy 
for the child to put it together 
again. 

—Preschoolers need — and pre- 
fer — toys such as blocks, wag- 
ons, pounding benches, and disc 
stacks which can be “imagined 
into” many different play situa- 
tions, rather than toys which 
merely recreate the adult world 
in miniature or toys which are 
electrically operated.

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Editorial Comment 


Negotiations 


It behooves the negotiators working on revisions in the 
School Committee-Andover Education Association contract 
to act speedily on agreements. 

Naturally one of the major issues under discussion is a- 
new salary scale in which both parties appear to remain 
substantially apart. ms 

Naturally, AEA representing the professional staff want 
to obtain as high a salary schedule as possible and the 
school department is as intent in maintaining a lower 
upgrading. 

It is imperative that this particular matter be resolved 
as soon as possible for the good of the school system, 

A year ago negotiations dragged on and on, with the 
result administrators had a difficult time hiring new teach- 
ers. Prospective quality educators shunned Andover for 
other communities because of the uncertainty of the salary 
schedule during the peak hiring period. 

New teachers, just out of school, were among those who 
turned their back on Andover simply because other commu- 
nities had firm schedules. 

There is little doubt that educators are in a favorable 
position. They are in demand. 

We are hopeful that here in Andover the professional 
staff will come to grips with the problem and reach agree- 
ment soon with the school committee negotiators. 

Such a move can only insure continued quality education 
in Andover. 


The Budget 


This year more than ever the selectmen, town manager 
and finance committee face an awesome task in scrutiniz- 
ing the budget for 1969, 

In a time of rising costs, the town cannot afford a 
$1,000,000 increase in municipal costs as indicated in the 
preliminary budget. 

The preliminary budget is just that. It is prepared by 
the manager and submitted to the selectmen by Dec. 1 to 
meet charter requirements. 

From that date on, it is up to the manager, selectmen 
and finance committee to go over departmental requests 
and examine their justification. 

Increased school costs are inevitable what with in- 
creased school population requiring increased personnel. 

Building programs will demand additional funds. Built 
into the budget is an expense totalling near or over 
$1,000,000 in bonded indebtedness. These are for projects, 
such as schools, utility installations, public buildings, 
etc., already completed or underway. 

Indebtedness of the town is destined to continue to rise, 
due the predicted need for additional elementary schools, 
a junior high and a high school addition. 

Revenue from state sources has been less than predicted 
this year. The same could be anticipated next year. Taxes 
at the state level are also anticipated to jump in 1969. 

All of this makes for a bleak financial picture to the 
taxpayers. ‘ 

Therefore, it behooves local officials to continue their 
budgetary examinations with sharp pencils. 


We feel confident that the final budget presentation on 
Jan. 15 and the one to be acted upon at March town meet- 
ing will be free of frills.

schools, homes, and churches. 
Thus, as it has been pointed out, 
there is an epidemic of venereal 
disease in this state. The citizens 
who deal with the intimate nature 
of man are aware of this situation 
here and throughout the country, 
and are urging that something be 
done about it now. 

An Andover Committee on Sex 
and Health Education was formed 
last spring and is composed of 
physicians, educators, clergy and 
civic-minded businessmen, This 
committee met on numerous occa- 
sions to evaluate the problem in 
the town and to study what is going 
on in other parts of the country 
in order to find a solution, In an 
abbreviated manner this com- 
mittee proposed the following: 

1. The entire problem of sex 
and health be approached by a 
three-prong attack, that is, teach- 
ers, parents, and church, 

2. That the education of the 
child go from K through 12. 

3. That the dedicated teacher 
can be taught by a director or 
coordinator how to handle this 
problem in each grade. 

4. Members of this committee 
will be willing at any time to 
supplement the teachers talks, or 
to any interested group inAndover. 

5. Many questions asked will be 
referred to the child’s clergyman 
that are based on his faith. 

6. The parents would become 
involved by attending any lec- 
tures given on this subject. There 
will also be a series of lectures 
given to the parents next year by 
Dr. Leon Sommers. 

Many of the above steps have 
already been initiated and ful- 
filled. The school department has 
obtained the services of the Direc- 
tor of Sex and Health Education 
from Newton who will instruct 
the teachers on various levels. 
The School Committee and mem- 
bers of the schoo! department 
are equally desirous of instituting 
this form of education. 

Mr. Editor, it is the consensus 
of opinion of some 20 professional 
and business people of this com- 
mittee that such a program needs 
to be instituted in the Andover 
school system. These people hav2 
met many times ani‘. + thought 
out many problems in order to 
accomplish this. The cooperation 
between this committee and that 
of the School Committee and other 
members of the school department 
has been cordial and eager. We 
urge you and all the citizens of 
Andover to come to any meeting 
you may see posted and ask as 
many questions as you so desire.

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Perceptually Handicapped Aided

* Reading is basic to school edu- 
cation. This has been known to be 
true for a long time. 

But well-informed educators 
now realize that a number of per- 
fectly intelligent children find 
reading, . spelling and writing 
especially hard work because of 
built-in stumbling blocks. 

These stumbling blocks have 
nothing to do with intelligence. 
Nor are they physical handicaps 
that a pediatrician or optome- 
trist would pick up. They are 
some type of perceptual handi- 
cap, and can be a visual, auditory 
or motor learning difficulty or a 
combination of any of them. 

An otherwise capable child 
plagued with one of these specific 
difficulties finds it very hard to 
‘*decode”’ (to automatically trans- 
late written symbols or sounds 
into words and meanings) or to 
‘fencode,’? which is just the 
reverse, to automatically trans- 
late his thoughts, meanings and 
words into written symbols or 
sounds for them. Some children 
have trouble with. both decoding 
and encoding. 

With techniques now available, 
trained persons can pinpoint a 
child’s perceptual stumbling 
blocks to learning, and help him 
around them more smoothly. An 
important factor is~the renewal 
of a child’s self-confidence, the 
assurance that his difficulties are 
not due to ‘‘stupidity.’’ 

But fortunate is the child whose 
school can and will provide this 
help. Every school system worth 
its salt already has a sizeable 
remedial reading and speech and 
hearing program to administer, 
to help children without percep- 
tual handicaps who are reading, 
below grade level. 

It is a fortunate community that 
has the trained personnel avail- 
able, or access to centers of re- 
search, to gain the competence 
to identify and deal with percep- 
tual learning difficulties. 

State...aid. is available for 
tutoring the perceptually handi- 
capped, but is contingent on cer- 
tification of tutors, and careful 
screening and diagnosis of each 
child, 

One thing seems clear from 
discussions with reading, ad- 
ministration, guidance people in 
Andover schools, and experts in 
Reading Research Institute, anon- 
profit center dealing with learning 
difficulties: a school system can- 
not serve the needs of children 
who have learning difficulties by 
trying to jump into the field of 
tutoring the perceptually handi- 
capped all at once. 

It takes time, and administra- 
tive initiative, but is necessary 
to first go through the steps of 
diagnosis. of children’s pro-

blems, preparation of all school 
personnel to be involved and 
locating qualified tutors, Vital to 
the town’s economy is meeting all 
qualifications for state reimburse- 
ment of funds. 

The curious citizen in Andover 
reads of various meetings and 
programs on perceptual handi- 
caps, wonders just what the An- 
dover schools are doing, and 
starts asking questions. 

Good people to ask are Vaughn 
I, Clapp, assistant superintendent 
for elementary schools, Mrs. 
Theresa Murphy, head of the ele- 
mentary reading program, 
Malcolm Hart, Bancroft school 
guidance counselor who helped plan 
participation of school guidance 
people, and Mrs. Joan Duffy, from 
Reading Research Institute, who 
heads up the program. 

The answers add up to this: that 
Andover schools have been making 
haste slowly, going through all the 
steps necessary to an effective 
program and, in the words of Mrs. 
Joan Duffy, ‘‘they are way ahead 
of most communities inthe state.”’ 

The first step was taken last 
year, when the school department 
began a diagnostic survey of learn- 
ing problems inthe third and fourth 
grades of two schools, aided by 
Reading Research. The survey, 
which is now expanding to cover 
all elementary schools, entails 
screening and exhaustive tests of 
children referred by teachers as 
possibly perceptually handicapped. 

According to guidance counselor 
Hart, the diagnosis is a team 
effort, involving not only the class- 
room teacher, and reading teach- 
ers, but music, art, and physical 
education specialists to pick up 
warning signals in rhythm, spatial 
concepts, large motor control. 
Guidance counselors administer 
a number of individual tests to 
pinpoint the problems. 

This year, teacher training was 
begun on two levels, lay and pro- 
fessional. On Clapp’s initiative, 
federally funded projects involving’ 
Methuen, North Reading and, prin- 
cipally, Andover, were set up. 

One program, taught by Reading 
Research, trained lay personnel. 
In one program, Reading Research 
supervisors gave lay personnel 
initial training to be tutors of 
perceptually handicapped children, 
Their second and longer training 
period involves apprentice tutoring 
in the community schools, under 
supervision of trained reading 
teachers. , 

As a result of diagnoses begun 
last year, tutors who last month 
completed the first part of their 
training already are tutoring, on 
a one-to-one basis, children whose 
special learning difficulties have 
been pinpointed. 

A second professional training 
program involves guidance and 
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reading personnel from the com- 
munities. Andover’s Junior and 
senior high reading and guidance 
people participated as well as 
elementary. 

For guidance counselors, the 
training by Reading Research 
leaders emphasized diagnosis of 
specific learning difficulties, An 
important element of the program 
was an’.orientation session for 
local physicians and optometrists. 

Reading people taking’ the 
professional training program 
concentrated on investigation of 
the different kinds of learning 
difficulties, and were trained to 
tutor perceptually handicapped 
children in addition to their nor- 
mal remedial tutoring. Both prongs 
of the professional program in- 
volved demonstration of diagnos- 
tic and tutoring techniques. 

The curious citizen who is also 
a penny-conscious taxpayer will 
be interested to realize that last 
year’s survey, and this year’s 
training programs for both pro- 
fessional and volunteer personnel 
were carried out under federal 
grants. 

Also, the individual tutoring of 
most of the children perceptually 
handicapped in Andover schools is 
on a volunteer basis, while the 
tutors serve the 300-hour appren- 
ticeship required for professional 
certification. And finally, that 
diagnostic survey which was 
undertaken to assure that each 
child’s specific needs were met, 
also satisfies state law regarding 
reimbursement of funds for pro- 
fessional tutoring, when those 


tutors become professionals. 
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Murphy, head of the reading pro- 
gram, the goal is ‘developing 
within the system a means of > 
diagnosing learning problems and 
providing specific programs to 
meet these needs.”’ 


The steps that the school depart- 
ment has already taken in the 
perceptually handicapped field by 
the end of 1968 put the schools 
in a good position to help children 
with these needs.

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Germany Now 


Criticism Of Universities Essentially Valid 


(Ninth of a Series) 


Many Americans probably have 
the impression that the universi- 
ties in Germany are very superior 
and probably worthy of careful 
emulation. 

This may very well be, but I 
doubt that one would ever hear 
a German university student say 
this today. On the contrary, one 
would be more likely to hear just 
the reverse. Most students in 
German universities today would 
welcome with considerable en- 
thusiasm some of the basic sys- 
tems followed by most American 
universities, 

When one talks to German stu- 
dents in Germany today, it doesn’t 
take very long before the conver- 
sation turns to a list of criticism 
directed toward the German uni- 
versities, And it doesn’t make 
much difference were you are. 
It could be Hamburg, Frankfurt, 
Munich, Berlin, Ronn, Munster or 
just about anywhere in the country 
where there is a university and 
students. 

I have been in all of these cities 

d more) and with uniform con- 
sistency the criticisms follow 
similar patterns. 
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Are these just student gripes? 

This thought naturally passed 
through my mind at first. So I 
began to check and double check 
the stories as I went from city to 
city. I checked not only with stu- 
dents, but with graduates, editors, 
publishers, teachers, and even 
governmental officials, They are 
all very frank and willing to talk 
openly on the subject. The answers 
all came out pretty much the 
same - the student criticisms are 
essentially valid, 

What are some of the problems 
in German universities that so

study in advance. He starts all 
over again, 

- Many, many students (who 
probably have taken the wrong 
courses to begin with) have said 
that they don’t understand what 
the professor is talking about. He 
does not seem to mind that stu- 
dents do not understand, This leads 
to frustration in students, so many 
do not attend class. No attendance 
is kept. 

- The lack of understanding of 
the material and the resulting 
cutting of classes means that ex- 
ceptionally few students complete 
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NEARLY 300,000 STUDENTS are enrolled in West Germany's 


universities, institutes, and specialized colleges. Growing 
numbers are becoming more vocal in their criticisms of the tra- 
ditional patterns of higher education. Students seek many 
changes in the system that has remained essentially the same 
for decades, and even centuries, in’'some cases. 


many are willing to talk about? 

Here are some: 

— The professors are very au- 
thoritarian and autocratic; they 
follow a system established per- 
haps two or three hundred years 
ago without change. (Their deci- 
sions are final and not subjec 
to appeal). . 

- Classes are huge; most uni- 
versity classes have 200-400, 
500-700 and even as many as 
1,200 students. This is common 
and usual and not exceptional. 
(There are exceptions inthe medi- 
cal schools, natural science pro- 
grams, special law seminars, and 
the like.) 

- With such large classes, there 
is almost no contact between pro- 
fessors and students; it is difficult 
and often impossible, for instance, 
to ask questions in class, 

- Almost no guidance is given 
to university students. In course 
selections, for example, a student 
is on his own. He buys a book 
listing the courses offered and for 
the most part he makes a blind 
selection, not knowing really what 
his choice means, He may be taking 
the right course for him or it may 
be very wrong for him, The only 
way he finds out is through ex- 
perience when it is often too late. 

- A student never knows his 
progress in his courses. He takes 
an examination at the end of the 
year, or whenever he thinks he 
might be able to pass the exami- 
nation. If he passes the exam, fine, 
but if he does not, then and only 
then does he know that he is in- 
adequately prepared or that he 
has been studying the wrong 
material. He is not told what to 
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their university educations in four 
years. The average length of time 
required to complete the work 
runs from six to eight years, with 
many students studying for 10-12 
years. The ‘‘drop-out’’ figure 
along the way is very, very high. 

- Students contend they cannot 
get new courses offered to them. 
The professors decide and the 
answer is always given that there 
is not enough time, money or staff. 
The professor’s decision is final. 

- The professors, by law, 
manage the universities, (which 
are all public or state supported), 
This means that the faculties also 
serve as the university adminis- 
trators. Even the university pre- 
sident (the Rektor) is a faculty 
member. He serves as President 
for a year and then returns to his 
regular teaching duties after that. 
This means, of course, that the 


administrative procedures’ tend 
to be minimal at best, and non- 
existent at worst, since they are 
essentially managed by in- 
experienced administrators, This 
is a major criticism by students 
since it involves registration pro- 
cedures (or lack of them), selec- 
tions and offerings of courses, 
orientation programs, examina- 
tions, thesis requirements, etc., 
etc. 

- Students feel they have no 
‘*voice’’ whatever in their univer- 
sities. They want to be on com- 
mittees to help determine the pro- 
cedures, policies, course selec- 
tions, and what they consider their 
own welfare at the university.

Eight thousand was cut when 
Erickson said summer school bud- 
gets had come in lower than ex- 
pected, and the item for possible 
“services of a professional nego- 
“tiator was ‘cut from $10,000<to 
$4,000 since need would not arise 
until fall. 

Dr. Katz and Mrs. VirginiaCole 
questioned whether the 60 new 
teachers which the principals re- 
quested by fall, if cut to Erickson’s 
recommendation of 41, would im- 
plement the School committee’s 
voted policy of cutting classroom 
size down to 25. Erickson said no 
to this, as well as to the question 
of whether enough specialists were 
provided for to give elementary 
teachers an average of one pre- 
paration period a day.

Professor John L. Finneran, 
professor of biology at Northern 
Essex Community college, has

mission on Pollution Control. 

The commission will work with 
the Bureau of Natural Resources 
in controlling pollution of national 
waterways. The building and main- 
tenance of a water purification 
plant on the Merrimack River for 
this district will be supervised 
by the commission. 

Professor Finneran graduated 
from Phillips Academy and re- 
ceived a degree in Biochemistry 
from Harvard University. While 
teaching at North Andover High 
School, Winchester High School, 
and Northern Essex, he did addi- 
tional graduate work at Boston 
University, Harvard University, 
and the Argonne National Labora- 
tories in Chicago.

It is agood 
idea to include a liquid houseplant 
fertilizer once per month as part 
of a regular watering. 

Enjoy the traditional flower, the 
poinsettia, in your home this 
Christmas. Care for your plant 
properly and the flowers will last 
long after the holiday season.

We 
have a new type-face, designed for 
easier reading and better page 
tone overall. Technically, the 
type-face is Humbolt. It is 8 point 
in size (an Elite typewriter 
character is 5 point by compari- 
son), it is fuller in body than the 
face we used previously and is 
meant to make a line easier to 
follow, which is a fundamental 
idea behind type design. 

The TOWNSMAN has just added 
a new battery of Friden electro- 
nic typesetting machines to its 
composition department, doubling 
its typesetting capacity. In making 
the addition, it was determined 
that the new type-face would be 
appreciated by our readers. 

The TOWNSMAN, a New Eng- 
land pioneer in the employment 
of offset for newspaper produc- 
tion, initially employed a single 
typesetting office machine for all 
of its composition. To produce 
justified copy, all lines of equal 
length, the operator had to type 
each line twice with the machine 
automatically dropping in differen- 
tial spacing between words on the 
second typing. It was long and 
tedious work. It was under these 
conditions that this paper was set 
for ten years. The first offset 
TOWNSMAN was delivered on 
April 6, 1950. 

The Friden Justowriter com- 
bination was first installed in our 
production department in 1960. It
